“Why, this nuisance is an intolerable one.I am 
just coming from one of these ‘courts’ now, where. 
an employe’s suit has just been decided againstme. 
It is the second suit this year which has gone this 
way. The plaintiff had no cause for action what- 
ever, but he knew the Constable, and the Consta- 
ble fixed the jury, and here I am—beaten, as us- 
ual.” 
‘@an’t you appeal?” 
That's what I intend to do, as I did in the other 
case, and of course the sentence will be reversed 
But, if Justices of tne Peace either knew or did 
their business properly, I would not have been 
beaten at all, and would not have the trouble 
and expense of an appeal entailed upon me.” 
The nuisance complained of is so general and so 
annoying that a large number of people are echo- 
ing the complaint set forward above and asking 
Why something is not done. The whole system 
of administering justice in this way is entirel 
Wrong. as can be shown without the slightest dif- 
ficuity. In the first place, there is no provision of 
statute which requires that a Justice 
anything about law at all. 
Any man is eligible to the office who can vote, 


to do little more. Carpenters, brick-layers, men 
of all trades; men who know as much about the 
methods of legal procedure as a hog does about a 
holiday, seek and secure these places, which vay, 
on au average, something like 83.000 per annum. 
The Justices are nominated in small conventions, 
where a nomination is easily secured and by men 
who are as little able to judge about the fitness of 
the applicant as — are zealous that their par- 
ticular friend should get the place. And so the 
shoemaker becomes a justice, is called Jedge“ 
by his intimates, and is ready to sit in trial over 
matters involving considerable interests, 

What must be the resuit? A smart lawyer, with 
his tricks, can hoodwiuk such a caricature until 
the “Jedge”’ doesn’t know what his own rights 
are, hor what are those of anybody else. But this 
is not always the case. It used to be said that 
every lawyer had hisown Justice,a man who 
knew just enough law to decide is- 
sues in favor of the lawyer who owned him- 
Although this is not the case now, and although 
the men are of a better class, socially, than they 
ever were beforé, yet it is a travesty on 
— that men who do not know enough Eng- 
ish to read a law book correctly, or pronounce 
half the words properly, should sit 
in — in questions of statutory 
provisions and settle knotty questions in- 
volving a knowledge of both law and business. 
A glance at the timber out of which these Dog- 
gerrys are made will show how 2 they 
are fitted to perform the arduous duties devolv- 
ing ou them. The following is a list of the prin- 
cipal Justices of the Peace in the city:

F. O'Connell, 
Eleventh and Franklin avenue; Emil Giovanoni, 
Northwest corner of Park and Lafayette avenues; 
E. B. Cronin, St. Charles rock-road, near Prairie 
avenue; James Meegan, 1322 South Fifth street. 
Bueneman was first elected because he is physi- 
gally unable to do anything else. He knew noth- 
ing originally, but he has held the office so lon 
that he has gained experience at the expense o 
those who came before bim. Campbell, 
Ehermann, Zimmerman, Wiedemeyer and 
Von Gerichten never knew any law ex- 
cept what they learned in the same way. 
All of them were tradesmen, or keepers of small 
business, who were lucky enough to secure the 
nomination. Smyth is a plain, rough, boisterous 
man, who has held his office some time, who 
nows more ina minute about the right kina of 
bait to catch croppy’ than he does in an hour 
about the law he has sworn to adininister; a man 
who graduated trom the work-bench to 
Constable, and from Constable to “Jedge,”’ 
and who is very proud of the title. 
His own Constable, Henry Henning, tried to beat 
him out of the place at the last election, but the 
Jedge“ had more friends among the boys than 
Henry had, and the latter is yet a Constable. Von 
Gerichten is the man who is said to have takena 
case under advisement until next Saturday 
afternoon, at which time 1 will 
give jndgment for the plaintiff for $16 75.“ 
Sheehan never pretended to know anything about 
law, was elected at the last election and is now 
engaged in learning it. Taaffe is by far the best 
of the lot, but is no better fitted for the calling 
than he would be for that of a physician without 
the proper previous training. Jere 
Ryan was the 8 Jalier, until he was elect- 
od a Justice of the Peace at the last election. He 
is a man of ordinary intelligence, with little or no 
education and not atall shrewd. Anybody who 
knows Jere will have no hesitation in admitting 
two things about him: first,that he means to do 
right, and second that ne has not sense enougn 
to do it as a Justice of the Peace. 
Jim er was the weigher at the Bridge 
scales when the suffrage of his countrymen cloth- 
ed him with the ermine. He isthe youngest of 
the Justices, a fat, ruddy-faced young fellow, who 
can about read, write and cipher. His knowledge 
of the law is nil. He would not be competent, so 
far as legal erudition goes, to sit decently in 
1. on Solon Shingle’s celebrated cow case. 
‘et he is in charge of the most important district 
in the city perhaps, a central business portion, 
where the litigation is abundant and the fees are 
very fat. For a long time Wm. Powers used to 
be *’Squire” in the old Tenth, now the Fourth 
Ward. Then Powers got to drinking, and his 
Constable, Pat Farrell, beat him for the office. 
Both of them were carpenters dy trade. 
Farrell held the office until lately, when he died, 
His brother, Tom, who is a policeman in the 


Third Police District, immediately _re- 
signed his place and set to work 
to get the place vacated by the death of 
his brother. A dozen other applicants, equally 


well-fitted for such a place, sprung up, and the 
place Was hg to-a broken-down lawyer, who is 
sald to be the only representative of the 
bar among the ‘Squires of the city. 
And so it is throughout the whole list. None of 
the men have any qualificaiions for the place 
more than that they are supposed to he of sound 
mind, have taken out their naturalization popers, 
and have not been known to commit any violation 
of the law which would debar them from holding 
office. They have no other qualifications for office. 
When a case is tried before the Squire without 
jury assistance it is well-known to be @ toss-up 
as to which side wins. it used to be the old rule 
to decide for the plaintiff, because he brought the 
case and was entitied to some encouragement for 
bringing business to the shop. When the ’Squire 
has the assistance of an able and intelligent jury, 
then the outcome is beyond the range of the most 
astute Yankee.

HE WON THE SUIT. 2 
Mr. Schnell Gets $5,000 Damages From His 
Uncle—Exciting Scene.

NEw YorRK, March 14.—Thbe trial of the suit of 
Edward Schnell against his uncle to recover §50,- 
000 for the alienation of his wife’s affections has 
been concluded in the Kings’ County Court. The 
jury gave the plaintiff a verdict for $5,000. In 
closing for the defense, Mr. Winchester Britton 
referred to the deep-rooted prejudice which exist- 
ed against this kind of case.

An Alleged Scheme to Defraud the Goqern- 
ment Out of $2,000,000. 


Sr. JOSEPH, Mo., March 14.—A bill introduced 
by Senator Heard in the Missouri Legislature, 
providing for the payment of old war ciaims, 
passed the State Senate recently.

Late last night the Herald was 
informed by a reliable party that a claim 
7 in the city informed him that in the winter 
of 1881 and 1882 the rolls of unpaſd claims on file in 
the Adjutant-General’s office at Jefferson City had 
been in some manner secured and brought to St. 
Joseph, where a complete copy was then hand- 
made in an office on Edmonds street. It was said 
that a scheme was on foot to find 
out the parties holding the claims 
and buy them up, and in cases where the original 
claimants were dead and the heirs not Known, 
fraudulent papers were to be made out. In order 
to secure the payment of these claims it woula be 
necessary to get a bill through the Legislature, as 
the Government first required the State to pay 
them, Itis pow alleged that the Heard bill ac- 
complishes this purpose.

Various Measures Worked Through To-Day 
—The Prohibition Question.

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Mareh 14.—Cook, of 
Nodaway, threw a bomb-shell into the House this 
morning by the introduction of a resclution that 
the whole liquor question be submitted to the peo 
ple at the general election of 1884, in two amend- 
ments, placing the principle of high license and of 
Prohibition in the State Constitution. The reso- 
jution was referred to the Committee on Constitu- 
tional Amendments by a viva voce, vote the 
scheme of Cook to geta straight-out vote on the 
Prohibition question, thereby failing. MeGinness 
introduced a dramshop bill preventing brewers or 
distillers from going on the bonds of dramshop- 


keepers,and making it a misdemeanor p unishable 
by forteiture of office for anv Proscuting Attorney 
to fail to prosecute a violation of the liquor law. 
Senator Heard’s bill to provide for the payment 
of war claims as amended was passed. The 
amendments are immaterial and the Senate will 
concur. The Senate bill exempting the property 
of agricultural and horticultural talk associations 
from taxation or suit for back taxes was amended 
back into its original shape and passed the House. 
The bill making service upon a local or station 


agent sufficient notice of any intention 
to take depositions in a suit 
against a railroad in the county 


where such suit is pending, passed. Senator 
Britt's bill for the completion of the geological 
survey was slaughterea by the House.

HICH LICENSE. 


The City Counselor Says 
Downing Bill Increases the 
Dramshop Tax. 
„ 
Saloon-Men and the Brewers Willing to Ac- 
cept Attorney McGinnis’ Interpretation of 
the Measure as Not Affecting St. Louis. 


The Downing bill relating to dramshop license, 
which has just passed both Houses of the Legis- 
lature and is now awaiting the Governor’s signa- 
ture, was discussed generally in liquor circles to- 


day, and by persons interested in the 
establishment of a high license and a 
better class of saloons in St. Louis. 


The latter class claimed very strongly that the 
passage of the bill was a victory of no mean pro- 
portion, and that it was a step in the direction of 
restricting and, as far as possible, reforming the 
retail liquor trade, Saloon men are not willing to 
concede that the law applies to the eity, and rely 
upon the interpretation placed upon 
the law by Mr. Bek: McGinnis 


and other legal minds to the effect 
that the only application of the license feature to 
St. Louis is that which provides for the paymen: 
of a tax not less than $50, nor more than 3406 a 
year for State purposes; the city, they claim, has 
ever since the Scheme and Charter went into ef- 
fect, legislated for itself in respect to fixing assess- 
ments, and will continue to do so without reference 
to the Downing bill. To under tand their post- 
tion better it is necessary to reproduce the sec- 
tion of the bili under discussion. That section is 
as follows: 

“Upon every license there shall be tevied a tax 
not less thantwenty-five nor more than two hun- 
dred dollars for State purposes, not less than two 
hundred and fifty nor more than four hundred 
dollars for county purposes for every period of 
six months; the amount of tax in every instance 
to be determined by the court granting the li- 
cense. 

If this is meant to apply to the city, as the 
friends of high license assert, the minimum 
amount at which it would sible 
to fix a dramshop tax would be 8550 
a year and theo maximum $1,200 a year. 
The assessment for “county purposes” must not 
be less that $500 and not more than 8800 per year. 
The argument made by the friends of low license 
is that there being no county here there can be no 
tax levied for “county purposes.” If this is 89 
the Municipal Assembly, which is recognized as 
being entirely friendly to the present dramshop 
license of $50 a year for state and 8120 a year for 
the city, could adopt the minimum state tax 
and by allowing the city tax to remain as it is, 
make no change inthe present law. The only 
difference then, would be that the saloon Keeper 
would de required to give a $2,000 bond, whereas 
he now gives only a $1,000 bond. 
The Post-DIsSPATCH reporter did not see At- 
torney Judson, but a friend of that gentle- 
man stated that he had given an 
opinion to the effect that the 
law did not affect St. Louis, as there was always 
speeial legislation here in such cases. 
CHIEF CLERK k. G. CLIFFORD, 
of the Collector's office, said in the absence of 
Mr. Hudson, thathe did not think the county tax 
rovision of the bill could be applied to the city. 
here Was ho county tax assessed here on either 
real and personal property, and it was 
not reasonable to sup pose that what had not been 
done in other cases would be doneinthis. Before 
the separation of the city and county of St. Louis 
the dramshop tax was $25 for State, $25 for coun- 
ty and $25 for city, with the ad valorem of forty 
cents ou every $1,000 purchased. When the 11 
aration took place the $25 county tax was with- 
drawn and the city fixed its own tax at the pres- 
ent rate, $120 a year. 
Philip Stock, secretary of the Brewers’ Associa- 
tion said he accepted Attorney MeGinnsis’ con- 
struction of the law that it did not affect St. 
Louis. Ellis Wainwright, who has just returned 
from Chicago where he says a high license agita- 
tion is raging, bad not time to examine the bill 
but gave it as his off-hand opinion that it would 
not affect any change in the amount of the license 
COLLECTOR HUDSON 
was seen at his office, at noon, and after going 
over the law and showing that the city was now 
ying the minimum State license provided by 
aw, said that the only material change to be 
effected by the bill would be the increase of the 
tax by the amount provided for “county purposes.” 
He held that where the word “county” 
was used in the bill “city” was meant. where, as 
in the case of St. Louis there was no county. 
The object of the Downing pill was high license 
and the intention was that no city should be ex- 
empt. Here there was no County Court, it was 
true to fix the amount of the tax, but this Muni- 
cipal Assembly, in this instance takes the place 
ol a County Court and it will devolve upon 
that body to say whether the minimum of 
of $500 a year or the maximum of $800 shall be 
assessed in addition to the State tax. They must 
piaee the figure at either of these amounts or be- 
tween them. In this way the bill should operate 
in favor of high license. As there was Lo 
emergency Clause the bill wouid not go into eflect 
for ninety days, provided the Governor 
signed it. Mr. Hudson thought that 
with an increased license and increased bond, m 
addition to the restrictions placed upon saloons 
by tue city orditiance, the new measure would 
prove beneficial to St. Louis. ti

the bill applied to this city in all its provisions, 
and meant higher license. 

CITY COUNSELLOR BELL 
said he had not caretully considered the bill, but 
he was of opinion that in ali cases of general leg- 
islation for counties the enactments applied to 
the city of St. Louis, and the munielpal assembiy 
here took the piace of the county court in the ad- 
ministration of the law. This would necessitate

To-day,after an 
interval as brief as the fleeting life of a sixty- 
day note, these candidates are quoted at sev- 
eral points below par and the bright blos- 
soms of their promise have, under the blight- 
ing touch of experience, faded into withered 
leaves that the gardener sweeps up and con- 
sumes with fire. 

BUTLER, PATTISON, CLEVELAND, a three- 
star constellation, glittering in the poliiical 
sky with the radiance of Orion’s belt, or 
rather, let us say, a three-star combination 
unrivaled by any other attraction now on 
the boards! These were the latest names 
on the list from which we were to 
choose our next President, but now 
their name is Ichabod, their glory is de- 
parted, their future lies all behind them. 

CLEVELAND ceased to be available when 
he vetoed the five-cent fare law on the Ele- 
vated Railroad, PATTISON ceased to be eli- 
gible when he nominated CAssripy, and 
BUTLER ceased to be eligible when he at- 


tempted to govern the State of Massachu- 
setts on the one-man-power plan. Neither 
of the three could now carry his own State: 
each has been weighed in the balance and 
found wanting. 

While the loss of three such promising 
candidates is a very serious loss to any 
party, it is a gain to the party to 
find out early the real weakness of 
those whom it credits with a strength 
they do not possess. We believe that 
the Democratic party will survive the blight 
which has fallen upon these early buds of 
promise, although we do not share in the 
wicked exultation with which the old reli- 
able war-horses must look on the sudden 
downfall of those who at the opening of the 
year threatened to distance them in the race 
to the White House.
